Hardy, a farmer living near New 
Paris .this county, has decided to for- 
sake the plow ami follow evangelical 
work, expounding a new and strange 
creed, originated by himself. Seven 
years ago Hardy became very ill, and 
lay for days in a state of delirium. 
"When lin recovered he declared that 
during the period of unconsciousness 
an angel uf God appeared to him and 
remonstrated because of his failure 
in his earlier years to serve his 
Maker. To fully impress Haidy will: 
his lomissuess the angel took him 
by tlw hand and led him 
forth 


through the heavenly gates, passing 
unchallenged 
by St. Peter. 
He 


•walked the sheets of the celestial 
city, the angel conversing; with him 
and dilating upon .the blissful condi- 
tion of the dwellers therein. Hardy 
described in uncouth yet vivid lan- 
guage the streets of gold and the 
walls of jasper, and depicted -with 
lively imagination the hosts of angels 
and the awe-inspiring presence of 
Jehovah. When the visit to heaven 
was concluded, he said he was piloted 
across the river of death to the place 
of eternal torment, nnd as he gazed 
into the bottomless pit, it was illum- 
inated with a ray of white ll^ht, 
which exposed to his horrified view 
the anguish of lost souls condemned 
to endless punishment. He was nd- 
jureil, by the angel, at the close of 
his experience, to go forth and labor 
among his fellow men; to paint the 


• horrors of hell and the happiness of 
heaven, that evil doers might forsake 
their .ways, and be saved with the 
elect. On this condition his early 
life w?.s spared, and lie was com- 
missioned to labor unceasingly for 
the salvation of sinners. Hardy was 
so deeply moved by this vision that 
on his recovery he wrote out nt 
length descriptions of the things he 
had seen. He felt bimself inadequate 
to the great work until now, when he 
received tlie command to go into the 
vineyard. Accordingly, he has had 
bills printed, advertising his meet- 
ings, and will enter upon a long tour 
this week. Hardy is a man of forci-
